fayxvl intituled, “ An Aft ror the Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland,” it was amonglt other 
I lungs Enafted, That the faid Kingdoms of Great Britain 
and Ireland Ihould, upon the Firft Day of January in 
the Year of our Lord One thoufand Eight hundred and One, 
and for ever after, be united into One Kingdom, by the 
Name of “ The United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland” 
and that the laid United Kingdom ihould be reprefented in 
one and the fame Parliament, to be ftiled “ The Parliament 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
that One Hundred! Commoners ihould be the Number to 
fit and vote on the Part of Ireland, in the Iloufe of Com- 2 
mons of the Parliament of the United Kingdom; and that 
.all Questions touching the Eleftion of Members to fit on the 
Part of Ireland in the Iloufe of Commons of the United 
Kingdom, ihould be heard and decided in the fame Man- 
ner as Queftions touching fuel! Eleftions in Great Britain then 
were, or at any Time thereafter ihould by Law be heard and 
deckled ; fubjeft neverthelefs to fitch particular Regulations 
A in 
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in rcfpect of Ireland, as, from local Circumftances, the Par- 
liament of the United Kingdom might from Time to. Time 
deem expedient : 

IBS it therefore enaaes by the KING’S Moft Excellent 
Majesty by and with the Advice and Confent 'of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Par- 
liament affembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That 
from and after the palling of this Aft, all and every the 
Hides Regulations, Authorities, and Powers heretofore given 
or preferibedrby any Aft or Ads of the Pariiament of Great 
Britain, and in -Force at the Time of thepaffmg of thejgd 
id for the Union of Great Britain and Ireland, with refped 
to Petitions preferred to the Houfe of Commons, complaining 
of undue Eledions or Returns of Members to ierve in Par- 
liament, or complaining of the Omiffionorlnfuffieiency of 
any fuch Return, and with refped to Petitions ot Perions de- 
fining to oppofe any Right of Eledion, or any Right of 

choofing, nominating, or appointing Returning Officers, which 

11, all have been deemed valid by the Determination of any 
■Select- Committee of the Houfe of Commons and with re- 
fped to the -Trial and Determina tion of all Rich Petibons - by 
fuch Seied Committees, fliall be infuU Force and Effed with 
refped to all fuch Petitions as fliall or may beheieaftei from 
Time to Time prefented to the Houfe of Commons of the Par- 
liament of the 1’aid United Kingdom, complaining of undue 
Eledtions or Returns of Members to ferve m Parliament for 
any County, Stewartry, City, Borough Cinque Poit, Town, 
or Place, in any Part of the faid United Kingdom, or of the 
Omiffion or Infufficiency of any fuch Retu .ms, or fron^any 
Perfon or Perfons defiring to oppofe any fuch Right of Elec 
■tion, or of choofing, nominating, or appointing Returning 
Officers, in as full and ample a Manner as if tlie lame Rules, 
■Remilatioris, Authorities, and Powers were herein repeated, 
and* particularly and fpec.fically enaded concerning the fame 
Petitions, and the Trial and Determination thereof ; except 
fa far as the fame are altered m and by this piefent Ad. 

And be it further Enaded, That no Petition complaining 
of an undue Eledion or Return for any County City, 
Boroudi, Town, or Place, in that Part of the United Km 0 
dom called Ireland, or of the Omiffion or Infufficiency ot any 
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fuch Return, or from any Perfon or Perfons defifmg to op- 
pofe anv Right of Eledion, or of clioofmg, nominating, or 
appointing Returning Officers, in or lor any fuch County, 
City Borough, Town, or Place, ffiall be proceeded upon by 
the Houfe of Commons, unleis the fame thall, in Addition to 
the Matters and Things required by any Ad or Ads now in 
Force, alfo ftate the Day on which the Poll clofed (it any lucli 
Poll took place) and alfo the Day on which the Sheriff or 
other Returning Officer made his Return, or being required 
fo to do l-efufed or negleded to make fuch Return ; nor unleis 
the fame Petition ffiall alfo ftate all and every the feveral 
Matters and Things of and concerning which the Petitioner 
or Petitioners prefenting the fame is or are delirous °f com- 
plaining, and to which he or they purpofe or intend to . call and 
examine Witnelfes ; and that no Witnefs or Witnefies ffiall 
be called or examined by or on the Behalf of fuch I etitioner 
or Petitioners, either by or before the Seled Committee of 
the Houfe of Commons, to be chofen for the Trial and De- 
termination of the Merits of fuch Petitions, or by or before the 
Commiffioners to be chofen and appointed in Ireland m 
Manner hereinafter mentioned, to any Matter or Thing not 
contained or fet forth in fuch Petitions. 



And for the avoiding the Inconvenience and Expenfe which 
may in certain Cafes arife by reafon of Witneffes being 
brought from Ireland, to be perfonally examined before Com- 
mittees of the Houfe of Commons; Beit Enacted, That 
whenever a Seled Committee of the Houfe of Commons 
tliall at any Time hereafter be appointed for the Trial and 
Determination of any Petition, complaining of an undue 
Eledion or Return of Members to lerve in Parliament for 
any County, City, Borough, Town, or Place, in that Part of 
the United Kingdom called Ireland, or complaining of the 
Omiffioh or Inlhfficiency of any fuch Return, or from any 
Perfon or Perfons defiring to oppofe any Right of Eledion, 8 
or any Right of clioofmg a Returning Officer or Returning 
Officers, in or' for fuch County, City, Borough, Town, or 
Place, it 111 all and may be lawful to and for the Chairman ol 
the faid Seled Committee, and lie is hereby required, upon

or Perfons defiling to oppofe any Right of Election, or of 
-chooflng:, -nominating, or appointing Returning Officers in 
-or for any fuch County, City, Borough, Town, or Place, 
either of the Parties petitioning or petitioned againft, or 
whofe Right to be cledted -or returned may be affected by 
the Trial of the faid Petition, fluid apply to the faid iloufe, 
praying that the Speaker of the, faid Iloufe may iffue .his 
Warrant to the faid Clerk of the Crown, of Ids Deputy, for 
the Purpofe of appointing CominifiTohers as aforefaid, it 
fliall and may be lawful for the faid, Speaker, with the 
Leave of the faid Houfe, and he is hereby authorized and

And be it further Leaned, That on the Day and at the 
Place appointed, between the Hours of Ten in tiie Forenoon 21 
and Four in the Afternoon, the faid Commiffioners fliall meet 
and open their Court, or commence their Proceedings, by

directed to the faid Clerk of the Crown or his Deputy, and alfo 
the Copy of the Petition annexed to the faid lalt-mentioned 
Warrant ; and the laid Commiffioners fliall, before further 
proceeding on the Bufmefs of their faid Commiffion, take and 
fubferibe the following Oath ; (that is to fay)

Which Oath the faid Chairman of the laid Commiftioners, 
having firft taken and fubferihed the fame in the Prefence of

empowered to adminifter to the other and others of them 
the laid Commiftioners; and if any Perfon lhall a6t as a Com- 
miffioner in the Execution of this Ad not being qualified, either 
by his Eftate, or by his Degree as a Barrifter, in Manner herein- 
before mentioned, every fuch Perfon fhall for fuch Offence 
forfeit and pay the Sum of One Thoufand Pounds; and the faid
